rect our Practiſe upon it. 1. As for Pride being the 
Foundation of all Unjuſt, and Cruel, and Tyran 
nical Actions; that Modeſty and Humility is al- | 
ways Contented; and ſo Calm, and Quiet within, 


and Peaceable and Kind without, it needs no other | 


Proof than to go over ſome of thoſe Actions which 

ate Unjuſt, and Unmerciful. 

Thar Envy that Men have againſt the Proſperity 
of others, and the Hatred that ariſes upon it: Thoſe | 
fierce Diſputes in Opinion that are ſo Uncharitably | 
maintained, and all the Spiteful and Cruel Actions 
that proceed from chencs: All thoſe Crimes, that are | 
to

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to be Puniſh'd, and moſt of thoſe Suits that are to be 


Try'd by the Judge. What is the Spring of theſe 
but the Pride of Men; who think ſo well of them- 
ſelves, that they can'c bear others ſhould be pre- 
ferd to them; who ſo value their own Judgments, 
that they would have them the Standard of other 
Men's; who cannot be contented to be kept with- 
in that Condition which God hath placed them in, 
and to be Reſtrain'd by thoſe Laws which the Wiſ⸗ 
dom of Government hath made; who cannot ſub- 
mit to that Juſtice which will any ways leflen them, 
but defire to have their Neighbours at their Com- 
mand? And as in Private Affairs, on/y from Pride 
cometh Contention, So alſo in Governments, that's

When Men, that think Refiſtance in extream 
Caſes allowable, are upon the ſlighteſt Occafions 
ready to practiſe it, and threaten, if things go not 
exactly according to their Will: When Men, that 
think it in all Caſes Unlawful, are as Rebellious 
in their Natures, as they are Paſlive in their Prin- 
ciples, we may ſay that it is Pride, and not Ne- 
ceſſity or Conſcience that Governs them, when they 
cannot be eaſie but in their own Humours. When 
Murmurings of diſtant and unſeen Dangers are 
{cattered abroad, and Surmizes are made the 
Grounds of Diſcontenr, *cis the Art of ſome to fa- 
your their-own Ambition, and is only out of Vex- 
ation that they are not the Managers. When Men 
throw off the whole Body of a Church Govern-

Corrupt it ſtill more: But beſides this, Princes have 


too often the Unhappineſs to meet with ſuch an 


Education as forms them to Haughtineſs and Am- 


birion ; the Foundations of Pride are, by the Flatte- 


ry of thoſe abour them, laid early and deep in their | 


Minds; as if Men were willing to take care that 


they ſhould have a wrong Notion of themſelves 


and their Subjects. OO 
They are brought up with an Obſcquious At- 


tendance, they ſee nothing but what's ready to | 
yield to their Humour, they are from the beginning | 
taught to think themſelves of another Rank from 


common Men; ſo that learning to Govern, while 


their only Rule is their preſent Will and Fancy, and 


meeting with no Controul in their Government, they 


muſt have a great Strength of Mind, and a great |

Really to believe this, to make it Matter of Con- 


ſeience, and to bind it on Men in the Name of Re- 


ligion : *Tis Pride that hath been the mother of 
this Monſter. ne | 
The Principle then of their Behaviour being thus 


laid in Pride, and this Opinion being Eſtabliſh'd as 


the Meaſure of their Government, as the Rule they 
are to Walk by, no wonder if they walk in Pride, 
and if all their Actions bear the Stamp of the 


Principle they procoed from. 


"Tis this that teaches them to hate every thing 


that carries the Face of Power and Freedom in their 


People. For what have they to do with things ſo 
good that they were made only for them? What 


means 2 Check upon Abſolute Authority ? Tis 


enough for the Herd to depend upon their Arbitra- 


Ty Pleaſufe, and not to pretend to Privileges, which 
only they were born to. If the Miſtake or Igno- | 


rance of thoſe who firſt founded the Government, 
or the Rebellion of a Licentious Commonalty, or 
the weak Conceſſions of ſome of their Predeceſſors 


have ſettled ſomething in the Conſtitution that 


carries Liberty or Authority in it; have Granted, 


or Forced, or any way Procured, Magna Charta s, or 


Parliaments, or Elefions, or Free Juriſdictions; 
"tis Lawful for them to remove them, and bring 
their Subjects to the State they were born to. This 
is the firſt Step of their Tyranny, to Enſlave 
their People at Home, to deſtroy their Liberties, 
and to ſet up their own Will {for the Reaſon Ko 


* 
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Law that is to Command then, and all that belongs 
to them, that they may make them the Slaves and 


Tools of their further Ambition. 


And leſt they ſhould have any thing free and out 
of the Power of their Monarchs, their Judgment 
and Conſcience, which are not at their own Com- 
mand, muſt come under the Yoke. The Pride of 
Tyrants makes them defire to controul the Minds 


of their Subjects, which God himſelf hath left free; 


or, if they are beyond their Power, at leaſt their 
outward Profeſſion muſt comply, and their Since- 
rity yield to the Religion of their King. Tis called 


indeed the True Religion, but that Argument 


holds in all Countries; ſo that the Real meaning 


| is the Religion of the Prince, This is the utmott 


Pride, ro make their Opinion the Standard of their 
Subjects, to Invade the Authority of God, and to uſe 
all the Arguments of Terrour to Steal away from 
him that Sincerity which can alone recommend 

Men to his Favour. And tis the utmoſt Cruelty to 
uſe any Temptation upon Men, to caſt away that 
which is their Peace and their Salvation. Bur, tis 
made Dangerous, and Reflecting on their Sovereign, 


and then all Arts of Severity muſt be employed to 


deſtroy every thing that breaks the Unity of Sla- 
very. As is the Prince ſo muſt be the People: and 
Men muſt yield, or ſuffer, or fly, if that Grace can 
be allowed them. | 
And now one would think the Tyrants might fit 
at reſt in their own Kingdoms, and Rule their 
Beaſts of Burden with a Rod of Iron; but Pride is 
always uneafie, and unſatiable, and they are for 
extending their Tyranny over their Neighbouring Na- 


tions, and making Slaughter of their own Slaves, to 


bring others under their power. By the Force of Money 
or the Violence of War, or the Fraud of Treaties, 


they 


— 
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they ſtudy to bring other Princes to their Yoke, and 


Eſtabliſh Slavery around them. And for this they 
never want a Pretence, or, if none offers, their own 
Glory isa ſufficient one. For this alone Blood and 
D-fſolation ſhall be carri'd over the World, and the 
Peace and Happineſs of many Nations ſhall be Sa- 
crificed to their Ambition. - 

And when Men have gone thus far, have we ſeen 
them pleas'd and quiet? When God hath been 
pleas'd ro ſuffer them for a Scourge to the People, 
did their Conqueſts, and their Abſoluteneſs ever 
ſatisfie them? No, they puffed them up to Blaſphe- 
my, and we find they cannot be content till they 


are made Gods of, and fer forth and Reverenc'd 


with Titles that do not belong to the Earth. 


Theſe are thoſe that walk in Pride; *tis that, that 


makes them believe themſelves born to work their 
own Pleaſure; that makes them Envy and Deſtroy 


_ the Liberties of their own Subjects, that carries 
them to Invade their Conſciences, that ſends them 


eo Conquer and Enſlave their Neighbours, that 


{wells them to think themſelves Gods, and not Men. 

Whereas Humility would teach them to know | 
themſelves, to think all Men of the ſame Nature, 
and Mike with themſelves; ro believe that they 
were ſer over them for their Good, and to value 
themſelves no further then as they are in a cond iti- 
on to promote it; to be glad, if they can add to 


the Liberty and Happineſs of their Subjects; to ſut- 


fer them in the Honeſt and Quiet uſe of their own 
Conſciences; to compoſe the Quarrels, Eſtabliſh | 
the Quiet, and defend the Rights of their Neigh- 
bours, and to remember, that they themſelves are | 


50 die like Men, and fall like one of the People. 


| come now to the Second thing: 2. God knows 
how to Abaſe ſuch as walk in Pride; he is provok'd | 
| o 
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| that be zs the Lord, is fo often ſaid, that I need not, 
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to it, and he is able to do it. Provok'd by their 
Exalting, themſelves againſt him, forgetting their 
Maker, abuſing his Inſtitution, and deſtroying his 
Creatures. And he will ſhew himſelf in his Anger, 
and find a way to Abaſe tbem. He will, when he 
hath made uſe of them, Puniſh their ſtout Heart, 


and the Glory of their high Looks. I need not quote 


thole many places in the Prophets, wherein he 
threatens this ro the Kings of Aria and Babylon, 
whom he made uſe of as hi Staff and his Rod, and 
they boafted themſelves againſt him that ſhook them: 
Thar God Hateth and reſiſteth the Proud, that be will 
bring down their haughty Looks, that they may, know

as | have not time to Illuſtrate it. That he is able 


do do it, can bear as little Diſpute. He who ſits on 
i High is Mightier than the higheſt, and there be 


higher than they: He Ruleth in all the Kingdoms of | 


| the Earth, and whom he will he ſetteth up, and whom 


he will be plucketh down. 
And we ſee ir true in the Experience of Hiſtory, 


] that the Hatred which he himſelf bears, and which 
Humane Nature hath placed in ir, againſt Pride and 


1 Tyranny, breaks often forth in the DeſtruQtion of 
them. | 


That in private Bufineſs, Men riſe againſt ſuch 


an one, as againſt a common Nuiſance: and by their 
1 Endeavours, or by his own Paſſions, hurrying,him 


ſtill on, he is brought to Puniſnment. Pride natu- 


rally goes before Deſtruction, and a haughty Spirit 
1 before a Fall. 


In Publick Affairs, either the Ambitious Men 


carry on their Aims ro ſuch a Stretch, that their 
Strength breaks of it ſelf, and their Tyranny finks ; 
wich its own Weight; or ſome generous Man, a 
Brutus, or a Tamerlane,ot a Naſſas: is rated to break 


the 
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the Chain, or the Nations Unfte againſt ſuch a Pub- 
lick Plagne ; or God carties him on to fuch an In- 
fatuation of Madneſs, that his Subjects riſe, and 
drive him out from among them; or by the imme- 
diate Hand of God, he is Stricken and Deſtroyed. 
Many ways hath the God of Taſtice and Power to 
ſhow his Wrath, and execute his Vengeance on 
Oppreſſors; on the Proud of the Earth: Hiſtory is 
full of theſe Evidences, and we have reaſon to hope, 
that one more is a coming to Adorn and Bleſs Hiſtory. 
A Man, whom I doubt not, you have all along 
ſeen that I have been deſcribing to you, the Scourge 


of Europe for a Series of many Years; who hath 
brought Slavery upon all under him, and been pre- | 
paring it for all around him, by all the Violence 


and baſe Arts of Pride and Ambition. His own 


People he began with, whoſe Liberties he hath | 


compleatly Ruin'd, and brought their Parliaments, 


and Immunities, and Laws into the Compaſs of 
his own Will, and taken away from them the very 
Countenance of Freedom: Thoſe of them who pro- 


feſs'd not the King's Religion, for that was the 


Word, againſt the moſt Sacred Treaties, againſt re- 


peated Edias, againſt all Gratitude; Men that 


never did any thing to deſerve it, except fixing him | 
upon the Throne, he hath either compell'd to leave 


their Conſcience or their Country, and Friends and 
Eſtates : His Neighbours he has ſeized on by Unult 
Pretenſions, or Invaded with groundleſs Wars, or 


Cheated with perfid ious Treaties, or fwallowed by | 


Forgery and broken Faith: never ſhowing the leaſt 


Regard to Juſtice or Conſcience, to Decency or Re- 

putation, in the Accompliſhment of any of his De- 

ſigns; but He hath, in expreſs Terms, not been a- 

ſhamed to make his Glory the Ground of a War, 

which He once undertook; that is to ſay, an r

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juſt one. And becauſe God has ſuffer'd Him to 
proceed with Succeſs in His Tyranny, and hath 
made uſe of Him as his Ax, and Rod, and Staff, 
he hath been filled with Pride, and Courted the 
moſt Scandalous Flatteries, and ailumed the Titles 
of Invincible and Immortal to himſelff. 
And from the Contraries of all theſe Parriculars,
